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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School Board of Stratham, New: Hampshire: 


I take pleasure in submitting my annual report as super- 
intendent of schools, the twenty fifth in the ‘series. 


As in the past, I have included in the accompanying 
tables much information about our schools of the past 
year and to this point of the present year. I commend 
them to you for thought and study. It will be noticed that 
the usual list of names of those in perfect attendance for 
the whole year, Table VII is missing. Much cold weather 
and sickness prevented absolutely perfect attendance last 


year on the part of any one of our pupils. You will note 
in Table III that the percent of attendance was the low- 


est in ten years. Because of our experienced and conscien- ~ 
tious teachers,we had last year and we have now, schools 
where good work is done. The teachers have skillfully 
managed large loads without complaint. 


The large number now enrollec in grade one shows that 
we shall probably not have fewer pupils in the years next 
ahead. I hope then, that it will seem possible soon to est- 
ablish three schools of two grades each, thus providing 
better schooling, a lighter load for the present teachers 
and a better assurance that if our teachers leave our ser- 
vice we can.the more effeciently fill their places. 


Our regular teachers are aided in their work by Mrs. 
Sheehy and Miss Beaton, whose work in health and music 
makes all the work of the usual subjects more efficient. 
The supervisors are competent and conscientious in the 
discharge of their duties. .I commend their reports to 
your notice. Likewise, I am glad to report that our 


Al 


janitor, Mr. Emery, is as diligent and competest as 
always. His duties are performed as those of a real 
business would be. 


The Parent-Teacher Association of Stratham continues 
to be an agent for the good of all our pupils. Of course, 
child growth, training and general development are in the 
best hands when all agencies in the process join forces in 
harmonious effort. We owe the Association our best 
thanks and our loyal support. 


A year ago in my report on the state of the schools in 
Union No. 16,-I noted that we, in this Union, had been 
fortunate in being able, up to that date, to conduct our 
schools in a fairly normal way as regrads material supplies 
and teaching personnel. Since that time, general pro- 
curement of replacing or substitute teachers has become 
increasingly difficult, especially in the many-graded rural 
schools and in the high schools. However, we in this 
_ Union, are still fortunate in being able to retain most of 
our teachers and to find satisfactory substitutes for those 
who have left our service. The school boards of our 
Union have, through the years,, created generally satis- 
factory working conditions in the schools, and parents 
have in the main been extremely co-operative with school 
boards and teachers in the whole process of education. 
Some salaries have been increased and placed on a 
schedule basis. A continuance of these policies will go 
far toward the maintenance of good schools in the uncer- 
tain years ahead arid I bespeak yur sympathetic interest 
to that end. Another year of war finds its influence on 
education of increasing importance. Some mention 03 
the war, at least in its geographical aspects, some though: 
about it, some participation in its various ramaification: 
such as Red Cross activity and stamp and war bond buy 
ing, is of daily-occurrence in.all grades from the first to 
the twelfth at which latter point, all able bodied boys 
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expect to become a part of the armed forces. All the 
teachers of Union No. 16 feel the weight of their responsi- 
bility in this matter. This is their contribution to the war 
effort. They rejoice in their opportunity to train pupils 
not only in academic and mechanical skilis, but also to 
cultivate in their charges the highest ideals of the demo- 
cratic way of life in Which, we believe, lies the only secure 
and lasting happiness for all people. 


The deep interest of school board, parents and other 
citizens in their schools is very much appreciated by al! 
those who are in daily care of the schools.

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REPORT OF THE MUSIC SUPERVISOR 


To the Superintendent and School Board of Stratham, 
New Hampshire: 


I hereby submit a report of activity in music for the 
year 1943 — 1944. 


The time allotment. for Stratham is one-half hour per 
week for each school. 


In the primary grades this year the teaching is entirely 
by note, taking the three grades to-gether for the full 
half-hour. In view of the very large school and the time 
required during the week, this seemed the best arrange- 
ment. The uncertain singers are improving as the year 
progresses. The songs are designed to deal as far as 
possible with things in the child’s world, that is, with 
things he knows well. The purpose of the rote song is 
to provide a repertoire for the child, to give him an 
opportunity to become familar with his singing voice, to 
become conscious of a light, pleasant tone and to provide 
an opportunity for individual singing. This of course 
in addition to the pleasure derived from singing a familiar 
song alone or with others. 


In the intermediate grades the songs are read almost 
entirely, the skill and also the interest varying greatly 
with the individual. Up to the time of writing, the songs 
have been entirely in one part but we are to begin two- 
_part work immediately. We have also some rote work, 
especially in holiday songs and some singing of old 
favorites from a song sheet. | 


I wish to extend my thanks to Miss Thurston and Miss 
Crane for their pleasant co-operation.
